Colambis with respect to shipping offices, 
and the engagement, disciplice and discharge 
of seames. 

Ia answer to Mr. Mackeosie, 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell said thet the law would 
aot apply to any but seagoing vessels. 

The Committee rose and reported the reso- 
lutions, which were adopted, and a bill 
founded thereon was introduced and read a 
first time. 


SALARIES. 


Sir Joho Macdovald’s resolutions on the 
increase of salaries of the Lieut.-Governors 
of the diferent Provinces of the Dominion 
were taken up on the 8th inst., and after dis- 
cussion were passed through Committee. 

Sir Joha Macdonald gave notice that he 
woald to-day move the House into Committee 
on the subject of the increase of the salaries 
of the members of the Government. 

Mr. Blake o ated that he wag quite willing 
to support an increase of the salaries of Min- 
isters holding the most respousible offices, 
and approved of the principle to that extent. 

The fifth resolution, prov.ding for retiring 
allowances, was carried without discussion ; 
also the sixth, providing that the increases 
should take place trom che first of January of 
the present year, 

Un the seventh resolution, providing that 
the sessional allowance to members shall be 
$10 per day if the session be less than thirty 
days, and if the session extend beyond thirty 
days, $1,000, a lengthy discussion ensued, 
the resolution being finally carried. 

A resolution increasing the salaries of the 
— of both Houses to $4,000 was 

opted without debate. 

The resolution providing for the appropria- 
tion of $75,000 té increase the salaries of 
civil servants was carried, ; 

The :esolution providieg for an increase in 
the salaries of the officers of the Senate and 
Houee of Commons was also adopted. 

The Committee rose and reported progress, 

Sir Join Macdonald in moviog the firs. 
resolution ineressing the ealaries of the 
Lieut.-Governors, remarked that the Gcvern- 
ment proposed postponicg for the present, 
aod until British North America was one 
country, the complicated question of the 
equality or inequality of salaries 1m the dif- 
terent Provinces. He was sure that’ the 
Heuse was convinced that the civil servants 
of all grades, including the Ministers of the 
Crows, were under-paid, The salaries of 
the Lieut,-Governors were fixed very low at 
Confederation. He was informed that the 
acceptance of that high office always involved 
pecuniary loss to the iucumbents. 

Mr. Cameron, of Cardwell hoped tbat 
another matter would rot be lo-t sight of, 
bat that the question of the salaries of the 
Ministers of the Crown would be taken up. 
(Hear, bear.) He cou!d understand their not 
touching the question. until the House had 
decided the salaries of other public officers ; 
but while the Government were touching this 
question of saiaries, which would receive the 
sanction of the country as well »s the House, 
they must not think that the members of the 
House on one side or the other had forgotten 
the position that the gentlemen on the 
Treasury Benches, of which ever party, occu- 
pied, and of the necessity that their salaries 
should be increased in the same proportion | 
as those of other public functiooaries, ‘ 
(Hear, bear.) 

Messrs. Anglin and Findlay opposed, and 
Mr. Palmer supported the resolution, which 
was carried. 


MEETING OF PARLIAMERT. 


Mr. Ross moved that it be resolved that it 
is desirable that in future, yaless the pyblic 
interests prevent, the Parliament of this Do- 
minion should be called to met, for the dis- 
patcb of business on some day not later thao 
the 15th of January in each year, - 

Sir John Macdonald said there could be no 
objection to this motion on constitetional 

oonds, from the manner in which it was 

rawn out. Thebea. member for Bothwell 


had broaght forward « similar resolution ins 


previous session, with the exception that the 
15th of February was inserted, instead of 
15th Jaguary. 

PELOTAGE BILL. 

The principal discussion in the House of 
Commosase on the Oth, wae upon the Hor. Mr. 
Mitcbell's bill respecting pilotege. The ten 
dency of the debate went to show that the 
bill eould not be greatly improved. The bill 
passed through committee. 

A short debace took place on the second 
reading of the bill amending the Militia Act, 
as to the calling out of the militia in case of 
apprehended riot or disturbance, and also 
providing that the Governor-General might 
remit the sentence ofa court martial, The 
motion was finally carried, 


is CUSTODY. 


After recess, the Sergeant-at-Arms an- 
neunced that the Right Hon. John Macdon- 
ald was in custody at the bar of the House. 

Hoa. Mr, Tupper submitted an affidavit, 
setting forth that be bad professionally ad- | 
vised the Right Hon. Sir Joha Macdozald,on 
account of il] health, to refrain for some days 
from assuming the duties in connection with 
the East Northamberiand election committee, 
and that in pursuance of this advice he had 
not been out on Saturday, 

Hon. Mr. Tupper then moved that the ex- 
planation offered to the House be deemed suf- 
ficient, and that the Right Hon. Sir Jobu 
Macdonald be excused from sitting on the 
committee, Carried. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms announced that he 
bad béen unable to take into custody Mr. 
Pearson, who was not in the city. 


THE RAILWAY. 


Yesterday afternoon, in the House of Com- 
mons, Mr Cameron moved the resolutions in 
reference to the Pacific Railway committee's 
report, and along debate ensued. Mr. Dow 
rion moved an amendment to the effect that 
there was no cause for the adjournment asked 
for. This amendment was voted upon after 
midsight and was lost, the Government bar- 
ing a majority of thirty-one. ‘ 


LIRUTENAST GOVERNORSSIP OF NOVA SCOTIA. 


Mr. Mackenzie said that it wes known from 
public rumor that the bon. Mr. Howe bad 
been appointed Lieut. Governor of Nova Sco- 
tie. He saw it stated in the Nowa Scotian 
newspapers that Sir Hastings Doyle, the late 
Lieatenant Governor, bad surrendered bis 
commission, aod bad left the country. His 
own impression in regard to the matter was, 
that the moment the bon. gentleman received 
the appointment he ought to bave resigned 
his seat here, and a new writ, ought to have 
been issued. He desired an explanation from 
the Government. 

Sir John Macdonald bad not the slightest 
objection to give the explavation desired. 
The cummission and appointment of Sir Has:- 
ings Doyle, by arrangement with bim,expired 
on the 6th of May, tbe day on which be sail- 
ed for England.
